“The n av y departmen t receiv ed a 
report from Paris w’hich states that 
the steamer Westwego reported that 
while cru isin g w’ith

by a massed 
force of su bmarin es off the coast of 
Fran ce on the fifth 
of September, 
the resu lt of this attack bein g that 
two of the steamers attacked were 
su n k an d >probably all of the su b­ 
marin es were lost.” 
The Westwego is 
an 
American 
merchan t steamer. 
The 
n av y 
departmen t 
dedu ced 
from the reports that German y has 
adopted the defin ite policy of m ass­ 
in g her U-boats for attack, appar­ 
en tly hav in g learn ed of the recen t 
an n ou n cemen tv that American ships 
were goin g in grou ps u n der con v oy . 
The steamers attacked w’ere bou n d 
for Eu rope u n der con v oy of Ameri­ 
can wrar ships. 
Reports of the bat­ 
tle were receiv ed on Sept. 8 bu t were 
secret u n til today . ' Apparen tly n o 
liv es were lost, accordin g to early 
reports.

In several 
counties 
surrounding 
Rush 
county they are 
figuring on 
getting the sum of $90 a month from 
the government to 
aid in this work. 
The county agent’s 
salary in most 
places is $2,000 a year and with the 
government’s aid the additional mon­ 
ey r ill 
be used for 
experimental 
purposes and to carry on the work 
better. 


Under the law a petition signed by 
not less than 20 residents together 
with a deposit for $500 shall be p re­ 
sented to the county board of edu­ 
cation. 
This $500 is to be used to ­ 
wards defraying the expense of the 
agent for one year. 
W ithin thirty 
days after the filing of the petition L 
the law states the 
county council 
shall appropriate the sum of $1,500 
to be used in paying the salary and 
other expenses of the county agent. 
A fter the appropriation has been 
made the county agent is then em­ 
ployed through Purdue University. 
The law provides that the university 
shall pay an amount equal to half 
that paid by the county. 
In other 
t words if the county council appro­ 
b a t e d $1,000 for the county agent, 
Furcue would have to give'the county 
$500. 
It is pointed out that Rush county 
has been paying for half the salary 
of a county agent since 1915 without 
having a county agent. 
There is a 
state ta* levy of three cents for the 
county agent, but 
the only way 
to 
take advantage of the 
fund thus 
raised is to appropriate a sum of 
money and get hack half as 
much 
from the state. 
It -is believed Mr. Alexander will

Oklahoma City, fought the politicians of both parties blind, and, lost in the end by a sm all vote— so small that most Oklahomaijs^ 
believe he was really elected. 
"His campaign speeches, as they report them there, w ere the greatest in political history, it is said. 4

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Colleges And Universities of State 
Will Not Discontinue Subject Be- 
caues of War 


INCREASE FRENCH COURSE 


Hght Decrease 
in Attendance is 
Expected, Despite Effort to Main­ 
tain Standard 


( By United Press.) 
Indianapolis, Sept. 
11.— Indiana 
mlleges and universities, while do­ 
ng their full part to help whip the 
caiser, are not “taking it out" on the 
Jennan language. 
While several «college presidents, 
•eplying to inquiries from the United 
Press, intimated they might do diff- 
jrently if they were in charge of less 
nature students, they are, without a 
single 
exception, 
authorizing 
the 
continuance of German courses as 
before the war. 
But while the schools will continue 
teaching German, they will in many 
instances, increase the time devoted 
to the study of languages of the Al­ 
lied 
nations—especially 
French. 
Among institutions 
which 
will 
in­ 
crease their courses in French are 
Indiana University, Valparaiso uni­ 
versity, Notre Dame, DePauw, and 
Hanover college. 
At Valparaiso, one 
year wit be added to the course in 
French. 
A number of the educators ex­ 
pressed the conviction that the num­ 
ber of students to take up the study 
of the German language would be 
materially reduced as a direct effect 
of the war. 
Others 
believed that 
French and Spanish e la te s would 
I»e more popular than ever before. 
Discussing 
the general effects of 
$ e war upon colleges and universi­ 


ties of the 
state, Henry 
Kinsey 
Brown, president of Valparaiso, told 
the United P ress: 
“I believe that most colleges and 
universities will have a slight de­ 
crease in attendance this fall not­ 
withstanding the strenuous efforts 
nowr being put forth to stimulate in­ 
terest in education. 
This is due un­ 
doubtedly to the uncertainty of the 
future drafts which is of course un­ 
avoidable. 
HI believe all institutions of learn­ 
ing should offer the same courses as 
heretofore, with ju st as little change 
as possible 
for if there ever wras a 
time when schools should be of ser­ 
vice to the government it is now. The 
present war demands highly trained 
men and women and this demand will 
increase 
as the 
war 
continues. 
There never has been any doubt a- 
bout the need for trained men and 
women in a period of reconstruction. 
“Those who cannot serve the na­ 
tion in a military way, and yet de­ 
sire to make some sort of contribu­ 
tion by preparing themselves for the 
great future which is ahead of us 
will be found without exception in 
our schools this fall.“ 
Doctor II. A. Gobin, vice presi­ 
dent of DePauw, said: 


“The subject of athletics will be 
recognized as usual. 
Intercollegiate 
games have already been scheduled. 
The ^attendance of upper classmen 
may be reduced on account of the 
large number of men who have en­ 
listed in the Army. 
During the sum­ 
mer, a special campaign, headed by 
the President of the Institution, ha" 
led to the prospect of a large in­ 
crease in the 
freshman 
class for 
boys under military age. 
Many of 
these have had athletic sports in the 
High schools and will he eager to 
continue in this line of activities.” 


Very small graduating clashes at 
Notre Dame university for the next 
two years, because of war condi­ 
tions, were predicted 
by John M. 
Cooney, speaking for the president. 
The school lost approximately 66 


per cent of its seniors 'before gradu­ 
ation last spring and a large portion 
of the 
juniors, he declared. 
Since 
commencement, Cooney said, many 
additional students 
have enlisted, 
entered 
training camps, 
or 
been 
drafted. 
A smaller attendance this 
fall, and more youthful student body 
he believed, will be the results. 
C. L. Mees, 
president of Rose 
Polytechnic 
Institute, 
at 
YTerre 
Haute, said: 
“The general effect of the war for 
a time will be somewhat disorganiz­ 
ing, A considerable number of grad­ 
uates have 
been drafted, 
quite a 
number certified on the first call; 
the remaining ones naturally 
feel 
somewhat uncertain as to the timeI 
when their call may come. 
Parents 
on account of disturbed 
business 
conditions and high cost of living 
are loath to send their sons to col­ 
lege when they may have profitable 
employment. 
Undergraduates many 
of whom have remunerative posi­ 
tions, usually held during the vaca­ 
tion period only, will be persuaded 
by their employers to remain to take 
the places of mature men called to 
military service. 


“It is probable then that attend­ 
ance will be somewhat below nor­ 
mal/* 
The head of St. Joseph’s college. 
Rev. T. A. Waggner, 
believed 
that 
war conditions will have little effect 
upon that school. 
He said: 


“This is a school with courses for 
students for the Catholic Priesthood 
as the main object. 
We do not ex­ 
pect much change in conditions as 
they will effect the institution ex­ 
cept so fa r as high prices will pre­ 
vent many from securing an educa­ 
tion, and 
the enlistment of 
older 
member^ of the family will keep oth­ 
ers at home for necessary work.

MILK IS SET IN THE KERNELS

comes down the 
chimney. And 
will be just as fresh and look ex 
actly as it did the day you pulled it 
from the stalk. 
The corn 
to be dried should be 
selected in the regular roasting ear 
size. 
After shucking, 
blanch the 
ears in boiling water for eight 
or 
ten minutes. Then dip them in colc 
waiter and let them dry. The blanch 
ing sets the milk in the kernels anc 
gives it a good color when it dries. 
The two best methods of 
home 
drying are 
the electric fan or sun 
drying. To dry, it should be placet 
on cheese cloth 
in 
a tray. 
Care 
should be taken that the com does 
not sour in drying. 
When the corn 
is thoroughly 
dry, 
it 
should 
be 
placed in sacks or open containers 
until conditioned. 
Then tight con­ 
tainers may be used. 
For protec­ 
tion against the worms, 
heat 
the 
corn in the oven at 14 degrees 
for 
five minutes as soon as taken out of 
the driers. 
Then when you want to eat the 
com, soak in water and boil it jus 
as you would fresh eairs.

ment Are Available,- County 


Agent May be-Hired. 


PETITION 
IS 
CIRCULATED 


County Council/ Has to Appropriate 


$1,500 if $500 is Raised—20 


Sign Petition. 


With funds from the federal de- 


partment of agriculture available for 
use of 
county agents 
during the 


period of the war, an effort is being 
made to secure a county agent for 
this county. W. A. Alexander is tak- 
ing subscriptions to the first $500 
necefsary and this will likely be pre- 
sented to the.board of education at 
the October meeting. 
The general 


understanding is that the govern- 
ment will pay a sum equal to that re- 
ceived by the county agent from the 
county for the 
work of bettering 


agricultural work in the counties. 


In several 
counties 
surrounding 


.Rush 
county they are figuring on 


getting the sum of $90 a month from 
the government to aid in this work. 
The county agent's salary in most 
places is $2,000 a year and with the 
government's aid the additional mon- 
ey Trill 
be used for 
experimental 


purposes and to carry on the work 
better. 


Under the law a petition signed by 


not less than 20 residents,.together 
with a deposit for $500 shall be pre- 
sented to the county board of edu- 
cation. This $500 is to be used to- 
wards defraying the expense of the 
agent for one year. 
Within thirty 


days after the filing of the petition 
the law state's the 
county council 


shall appropriate the sum of $1,500 
to be used in paying the salary and 
other expenses of the county agent. 


After the appropriation has been 


made the county agent is then em- 
ployed through Purdue University. 
The law provides that the university 
shall pay an amount equal to half 
that paid by the county. In other 
words if the county council^ appro- 
jftuated $1,000 for the county.ogent, 


j ftircue would h'ave'to give'the county 
! $500.

It is pointed out that Rush county 


has been paying for half the salary 
of a county-agent since 1915 without 
having a county agent. 
There is a 


state tax levy of three cents for the 
county agent, but the only way to 
take advantage of the 
fund thus 


raised is to' appropriate a1- sum of 
money and get back half as 
much 


from the state. 


. It is believed Mr. Alexander will 


have little difficulty in raising 
the 


necessary $500 to start the county 
agent movement 
and that .his peti- 


tion will' be ready for the regular 
October meeting of the board. The

colleges and universities, while do- 
ing their full part to help whip the 
kaiser, are not "taking it out" on the 
German language. 


While several college presidents,
